• British citizen living overseas who has been registered to 
vote in the UK in the last 15 years; 

• Irish citizen living overseas who was born in Northern

The referendum will ask the question: "Should the United 
Kingdom remain a member of the European Union or leave 
the European Union?" Residents can vote "leave" or
